Last Fall,Doctor Lavallée,indian agent of Bersimis Reserve, 
according to what he told me,sent you # letter concerning rooms in Sersimis 
indian school cellsr which were supposed to serve As recreation halls for the 
pupils. He said he explained to you how those rooms would need additional wort 
so as to make them suitable for that purpose and for other purposes. According 
to his estimate,this additional work would require an expense of about three 
hundred dollars. I guess such expense should be sufficient to transform those 
rooms in a good recreation hall for the children,or into ® good assembly hall 
which could shelter the Indiens on rainy dmys,whenever the agent or some ins- 
nector would want to sperk to them,or serve ®s8 &n evening-hell for concerts 

and plays given once in e® while by the scholers indian just as well as cenadian) 
drilled by their Nun-teachere or for instructive and interesting movies censured 
and given by myself and my assistant-priest,or some other purposes. Doctor Laval- 
1ée told me lately he never had eny answer in that concerning..«--- 

As a matter of fact,those rooms have been almost useless ever since that 
indian school was built;at lenst until last Fall,when,with the agent*s agreement, 
we started giving movies with Canadian Government 16 mm. films end other interes- 
ting films rented from companies. Yet those rooms sre not very suitable for that 
purposeibut there és no other place. The total net profit of those movies, though 
very modest,is for the benefit of our church,-which church has been in debt for 
over ten thousand dollers ever since the depression began. Still 4f you should 
jecide that you can't favor us with the sum of three hundred dollars for the 
desired work,Il would still be most thankful to you if you would at least grant 
us the sum of two hundred dollars for that purpose. I would try and pay the br- 
lance with our movies profit,although it might take us © year's profit to pay 
such baience. 

In the meantime,waiting for a prompt »nd favorable reply,either t Doctor La- 
vallée,your agent for Bersimis Reserve,or to myself,1 remain,

Could you let us heve enough 
money to buy @ or 6 pairs of flannelette sheets? 

With regard to the teaching of domestic science, 
would it be possible to obtein a little money this year? The cotton 
bought lest yeer has been made into shirts for the boys and aprons 
end drawers for the girls. You have no idea how useful to the chil- 
@ren these lessons heave been. This is, efter ell, the most important 


part of the programme in this plece.

This hell is part of the ground floor of the 
school and covers ea full 1/3 of the floor spece of the 
whole building. It hes a cement floor and the walls 
are the foundations themselves. There ere windows,

In order to meke use of this hall, it should 
have a wood floor, a ceiling made up of tight meterial, 
not necessarily wood, and the wells should be painted. 


According to the original plan of the building, 
this hell was to be used for that purpose, but it never 
wes finished. It could be used mainly as & recreation 
hall. In fact, the children ere provided with no place 
for that purpose. In the summer time, when the weather 
is nice, they go out, but in the winter time and on 
rainy days, they ere packed in the classrooms and thet 
is where they spend their recreation time. 


The MRll could at the same time be used as 4 
Committee hall where the Indians could hold their coun- 
cil meetings or their caucuses.

I would like to bring to your atten- 
tion several points I believe would be worth considering. 
Our house, which was built in 1923, has not been re~ 
paired since then, and is in need of such repairs in 
many cases. The roof lesks end, in finter, the snow 
meits through in such fashion that since the middie 
of January, we have had to keep 6 or 8 contsiners on 
the window sills to catch the water which comes in 
through the windows. The outside walls ere slowly 
crumbling awey, end in meny places where the bricks 
The re have fallen out, there is no longer any c@ment around 
A seirs Bre A, the windows, ell of which causes the house to be very 
“ey oN cold. On some days, elthough the furnace gege veries 
? 150 to 160 degreesyin our classrooms, the ther- 
mometer indicates only 60 degrees above zero. 


Inside the house, the frost, each 
Ninter, hes caused the plaster to fall in many ceses, 
and I believe it would not be too much to ask that 
you renew the walls which have been 
lowed by the winter leaking through the roof. There 
are slso e few other necessary improvements which 
would require immediate attentione A few feet behind 
the Convent, they had to dig a drein before the 
building could be erected, and now, this drain is 
crumbling *wey eech 3» * ena the solidity of the founda- 
tions will soon be imperilled. After snow melted, last 
year, there were large holes where the earth had fal- 
len away and which we filled in with soft earth, but 
I do not think that should prove to be 


blackened end yel- 


sufficient. 

In front of the entrance to the building, the sidewalk 
is practically all broken up, #nd a few of the boards 
we have leid across are all broken, and thus have be- 
come dangerous for the children. You must also under- 
stand thet in ae classroom of Indians, it would be very 
useful to spray some égsinfectent et least a few times 
a week, especislly in this cas¢@, seeing that 


for some 
time now the children have been suffering, 


in general, 
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from the scabies and the itch, and thet 
other possible means of stopping 
infection. Lestly, I would request that you au- 
thorize us to spend the sum of $10.00 to renew 
smell housekeeping articles.

In my last estimates I have asked for $300.00 to 
paint the outside doors and windows and puttying the 
glass; nothing has been done for the last 14 years, and 


no one need to be a learned man to know that the thing 
is neceesary. 


Mother Superior states the exact truth in her letter. 


Te sidewalks around the school are crumbling into 
pieces. 


Rain, snow and wind filter around the windows and 
sashes. 


The building was not at all well puilt in the first 
place. The bricks are nearly falling off; one can take 
them out with the hand. The mortar is partly fellen off, 
leaving open epaces between the bricks. Though the furnace 
4s sufficient to heat the building it takes 30 tons of 
coal every winter. The children are suffering from cold 


on the side exposed to the wind, while they are burning 
on the other side. 


Two years ago, on my request, Inspector Fabien and 
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I examined the building in all its details and took note 
of its condition. I never henrad about it since. It is 

understeod that in a few years the walis will fall down 

if they are not repaired. 


The general repairs required consist in fixing the 
bricks which is as much work as building a new wall. The 
ineide wnlls need repairs because water filtering through and 
because they were not well built in the first place. Then 
a sum of about $1,500. would be required to conveniently 
repair the outside and inside walls. 


The roof needs also to be repaired. Actually it is 
covered with shingles. In my opinion it would be better 


to cover it with sheet iron, That work would cost between 
$400 and $500. 


With the $250 allowance that work could not be under 
taken this year. The only thing that could be done would 
be to paint the doors and windows, which is urgently needed, 
or to attempt _ to stop the water from filtering around the 
windows. a << 

Both works would involve approximately the same 


expenditure. Twice the amount would be required to do 
both jobs.

Reporting on his inspection of the Bersimis 
Indien Day School Inspector Thibault writes as 
follows: 


“The mortar between the bricks has been partly 
repleced, or rather refilled with cement, but there 
remains to be finished the front entrance and the 
side walls, as well as the north-east end of the 
building, and the longer these repairs are delayed 
the more defective will the building be. It is 
aifficult to believe that after only fourteen years 
such repairs should be necessery to this building; 
it is whet I call a poor job, whoever made it. 


"The sidewalk about the school end hospital 
is all rotted and considered dangerous. It was built 
fourteen years ago and poor judgment used in ite 
construction. It is four feet wide, eight 6" wide 
2" planks leid lengthwise and close together. I 
suggest rebuilding it with six 6" wide 2" plenke 
lengthwise with 1" space between, which will prevent 
moisture and be plenty wide. It is 500° long and 5" 
x 5 cross pieces under at three-foot intervals. 


"Inside: The plester ceiling is falling off}; 
I would recommend metel ceiling to replace plaster. 


"Light repairs are needed to some of the wells 
in the following rooms; entrance hell, cloak room and 
junior Indien classroom. All walls need whitewashing 
and all woodwork should be painted as soon as possible.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 4th 
inetant with reference to repairs and improvements 
required at the Sersimis Indian day school. 


No provision was made in the current year's 
appropriation for the very large expenditure that you 
request. 


Paint for the blackboerds will be sent to 
the teacher but it should not be necessary to employ @ 
man for two days to paint the blackboards. This is e@ 
very simple operation and anyone can put paint on the 
blackboards in a very short time. If the cupboard in 
the kitchen is really necessery you may expend an amount 
not exceeding $11.00 for material and labour. 


The Department is prepared to consider re- 
shingling the building but it is considered that your 
estimate is altogether too high. 


I note that you mention that 45,000 shingles 
will be required and that these can be secured at $4.00 
a thousand. Please let me know if these are first quelity 
shingles and the name and address of the firm from whom 
you secured the quotation. 


You mention that 100 gallons of shingle peint 
is required. How many coats of shingle stain did you 
intend to give these shingles? The Department estimates 
that only 30 gallons is required for one coat. 


You state that it will require 2 men for 60 
days to do the necessary work. I understand that @ com- 
petent tradesman can lay 200 square feet of shingles a

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day; consequently the 45,000 shingles should be laid 
by the 2 men in @ period not longer than 12 days. 

This would reduce the charge for labour to $62.40 
instead of your estimate of {312.00. Please let me 
know if you can get the work done in the period of 

time mentioned and also state whether it is your 
intention to employ Indians or white men. If white 

men are to be employed you should let me know the name 
and address of the person who you consider could do the 
work. 


The replacing of the mortar or cement between 
the bricks appears to be necessary but your estimate 
seems extremely high. You mention that the following 
material will be required: cement - $12.00, lime - ¥7.50, 
bricks - $2.50, or a total expenditure for material of 
$22.00. To do the necessary labour, however, you estimate 
the cost at $520.00. It seems out of the question that 
the labour would cost such a very large amount in view 
of the very small amount of material that is being used. 
Please give this matter further attention and ascertain 
if the work could not be done at ea much more reasonable 
figure. 

The estimates for the other work which you 
suggest also appear very high and as no funds are available 
no consideration can be given to them at the present time.

I made my estimates according to information which I 
got from traders of Bersimis and I regret sincerely 
that quantities and prices do net eorrespond with your 
figures;I shall be pleased to get more precise inform- 
ation from tradesmen and traders outside of Bersimis. 


Yy intention was to employ a white man for the main 
work and an Indian as a helper.I aliowed for labour 
more time than I really expeeted it would take in case 
of being compelled to employ tradesmen from outside of 
Bersimis in whieh case the salary fer each man would 

be no less than $7.00 per day,that is $5.00 per day for 


plus $2.00 for board, besides the expense for transport- 
ation. 


I cannot say exactly how long twe men would take to lay 
the shingles but I am sure that the work cannot be done 

in I2 days by men of this locality,that is including 

the removal of old shingles and the necessary construction 


of a scaffolding and its changing ef places seven times 
at least. 


As to shingle stain,my intention was to have shingles 
to stand in the stain,the shingles thus saturated with 
the stain ought to last longer but,of course,this 
operation requires much more stuff.I sha " 
of the prftee for first quality shin 
eet quotation from outside trader.

As for the replacing of mortar or cement between 

the brieks,I made my estimate from what had already 
been paid for the same kind of work.In 1937,$223.00 
were paid for labour for about one third of the 

work which remains to be done;at that rate the labour 
would cost $446.00 for the projeeted work and I added 


some seventy five dollars for the scaffolding which has 
to be made to a large extent. 


It is very hard to get aecurate estimates for work 

ef this kind as there is no real tradesman at Bersimie- 
I possibly could get Georges Deschenes,a tradesman 
from the neighborhood,to make estimates for such 
repairs;I beg to sugzest that I be authorized to 
expend the sum of $15.00 for that purpose.

In company with Docter McGill, I visited Bersinis 
on Monday, June 26th. In accordance with your telegram of 
June 15th, I asked Doctor Barolet to allow me to read the 
correspondence dealing with repsire required fer the Bersimics 
School. Dector Barolet's filing aystem does not appear to be 
very efficient, as he was unable te find his or our letters. 
4s I hed some idea of what was required, I visited the School. 


It appears that the building was erected in or about 
1926 by a Bull fire. ‘The Doctor says that the reof leaked the 
first year after it was built, so you will hare some idea of 
the workeanship. Cedar shingles usually last more than twelve 
years. z 

The plaster inside is badly cracked, perhaps from 
frost hearing. In many places, especially the kitchen of the 
teacher‘*s residence, the ceiling has been temporarily repaired 
with cleth. From observation, I would say that the ceilings of 
the rooms should be replastered or possibly they could be tinned 
the same as the clase-rooms. 


The ceiling near the walle shows water stains on one 
side and 1 would recommend that a patching job to the reof wuld 
be sufficient te meet requi rements and could be carried out for 
@ emall fraction of the estimated cost of a new reof. I wuld 
think that maybe $75.00 would be sufficient. 


The sidewalk (plenk) is in wery poor condition. ‘This 
walk is used by the Indians all the time and I think that it 
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might be taken up altogether and replaced by cinders, 
crushed stone or gravel. The first cost of which would 
be amch less than « plank walk and the sbsequent upkeep 
would be nil. If the plank walk were replaced by another 
plank walk, it would soon need repeirs, as the spruce 
plank which appears to be used on the North Shore soon 
rote when placed close to the ground. 


The Sisters complained of the grease trap 
in the kitchen; thie is a barrel-like affair through which 
the water from the sink passes before geing into the sewer. 
It wae inetalled with the idea of obtaining grease to make 
soft soap. It has proved unsatisfactory and in warm weather 
is the source of a very dad odour. This trap might be re- 
moved and the sink waste-—pipe atiached directly to the pipe 
leading to the sewer. The cost of this change should be 
very mall unless a plumber has to be brought in from Rin- 
ouski or some outside point with consequent heavy transport— 
ation charges.

“GARDENING: 


The Sisters have shown very little interest in doméetic 
teaching and none sat all in gardening. The teachin of garde- 
ning to boys end girls should receive a certain consideration. 

In 1939, I suggested that a certain piece of lund, next to the 
Agency fot, belonging to Indian Councillor, Malek Collard be used. 
This land was offered free 6f charge by Mr. Collard for a school 
garden. The Agent's wife has made @ success of her own garden, 
and she hes offered to take charge of such gardening course for 
the benefit of the indian children, and without remuneratione 


There are a few indian gardens, more or less properly cul- 
tivated, and the young 4ndians should gain by learning better 
ways of cultivating a garden, w! ich would before many years, pro- 
vide the indian families with lot more vegetable food than they 
are getting at present. This Agency will never be « farming re- 
serve, but there is no excuse for not having many more ¢ rdens. 


When looking over the bo :ndary line of the two squ«re 
miles of indian fuel wood, accompanied by Mr. O*Hurley and Acent, 
they drew my attention on a price of land of about S$ or 10 acres 
in superficie which wuld only require a little drainage to ma ke 
one of the nicest garden on the north shore; & couple of good 
ditches is all thet it requires to drain it properly and in my 
opinion the cost would not exceed much over one or two hundred 
dollars, and could be made by hand by the indians. 

Returnine to the matter of school carden, next to the 
Ag ney lot, it would be eischty feet long and one hundred and ten 
feet long; part of the agency fence gould be moved for one 
ena and there would be sbout two hundred feet of fence to build.

Rt. Rev. Napoleon Labrie, Vicar Apostolic of 
the opie’ of St. Laurence, interviewed Mr. Hoey and myself 
this forning with reference to the Bersimis Indian Day 
School. The Bishop pointed out thet a number of the Indian 
families at Bersimis do not go trapping in the winter and, 
as a result, there are 30 or 40 children of school age who 
are not receiving any training. Consequently he strongly 
urged that arrangements be made to re-open the Bersimis 
School for the full academic period each year. 


Mr. Hoey pointed out to the Bishop the ye 
reasons for only operating a summer school. One of the/* 
very heavy expenditures was the purchase of coal. 


After discussing the matter fully it was 
decided to have Mr. Dube, a contractor of Rimouski, make 
an estimate of the cost of insulating the present Bersimis 
School in order to conserve the heat and explore the 
possibility of cutting off part of the building for 
winter use. This would naturally involve less heating. 
The Bishop expects that Mr. Dube will be at Bersimis in 
either April or May and Mr. Hoey promised the Bishop thet 
at that time Inspector Thibault would also go to Bersimis 
and be with Mr. Dube when he is preparing his estimate of 


what could be done to make the building habitable for the 
winter. 


The Bishop also suggested that the Indians 
should be made responsible for supplying the wood required 
for heating the building and Mr. Thibault will be instructed 
to interview them with regard to this matter.

Toe all brick walls and to the cement foundetions 
applying a eoat of “Aquaproof" in order to waterproof the walls. 

2. Removing the shingles from the roof, replacing 
ell rotted boards, applying a one-ply asphalt paper and covering 
with heavy asphelt singles. The bell-turret and the entrances 
ere included. 

3S. Repairing the steps of the main entrance and 
building a permanent glazed vestibule. Replecing the broken 
panes, replacing the putty, and applying three coets of white 
lead and linseed oil paint to all the outside openings.

Memorandum for file: 


I discussed Mr. Dube'ts letter with Mr. Hoey 
and it was decided to defer further consideration 
until Mr. Thibault returns about the end of June. 


When we were operating this school on a ten- 
month basis it required 40 tons of coal to heat 
it. We used to purchase this coal at $17.00 a 
ton, making the total expenditure for coal $680.00. 
There was also a charge of $50.00 for hauling the 
coal from the wharf to the school. approximately 
15 cords of wood was also necessary each winter. 
This formerly cost approximately $7.25 a cord, 
delivered to the school.

The Bbersimis School was erected in the fiscel 
year 1925-24 at an approximate cost of £52,000.00. 
Because of the cost of heating it, we discontinued 
clesses during the winter of 1940 and since that time 
we have only operated a seasonal school during ti ree 
or four months in the summer. 


Hie Loraéship Rt. Rev. Napoleon Labrie, 
Vieer apostolic of the Gulf of St. Lawrence, interviewed 
me on February 9 last and strongly urged thet the building 
be repaired and he suggested that we engage the services 
of wr. J. Georres Dube, Rimouski, .ue., as the Bishop 
was using this man‘s services to repair the church at 
Dpersimis. 


Inspector Thibault visited the Hersinis hKeserve 
on May 29 and submitted a report recommending a2xtensive 
repairs to the roof, outside walle and windows. The 
contractor mentioned above, Nr. Dube, also visited the 
echool and on June 3 submitted e quotation of 95,412.00 
to do the work that he considered was required. 


About three weeks ago, previous to Mr. Doucet's 
Geperture for the Restigouche Reserve, I interviewed \ir. 
Jackson, who approved of Mr. Doucet's visiting Bersimis 
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and inspecting the building. In ea report dated august 2 
(r. Doucet stated that he hed visited the reserve and, in 
his opinion, the school is greatly in need of repaire and, 
if these are not carried out at once, Mr. Doucet is of 
the opinion that the building will go to ruin. He stated 
that the foundation is good and recommended: 


1. A new roof 
2. Insulating ceilings 
3. Caulking openings 


Mr. Doucet considered that on the basis of 
the previous quotation of Nr. Dube the latter should be 
able to do the work just mentioned for $1,207.00. Mr. 
Dube was written to om August 7 and esked if he would do 
the work for the amount just stated. Ine letter dated 
August 11, whieh has just been received, Mr. Dube offers 
to do the work for $1,450.00, aiving eas e reason for 
asking more than estimated by Mr. Doucet that labour is 
scarce ané the transport of men and meterial to Bersimis 
expensive. 


In view of the reporte that we have received, 
both from Inspector Thibault and Mr. Doucet, I feel 
thet if this building is to be maintained at all it is 


necessa for immediate repairs to be mafe. As mentioned 
in the first part of this memoranjum, Bishop Labrie 
strongly recommends wr. Dube as a campetent contractor. 
Yeking everything into consideretion [ recommend that 
Mr. Dube's price of $1,450.00 for repairing the building 
be accepted and I should appreciate having your approval 
for this expenditure.

The Bersimis School was erected in the fiscal 
year 1925-24 at an approximate cost of $52,000.00. 
Because of the cost of heating it, we discontinued 
classes during the winter of 1940 and since that time 
we have only operated a seasonal school during three 
or four months in the summer. 


His Lordship Rt. Rev. Napoleon Labrie, 
Vicar Apostolic of the Gulf of St. Lawrence, interviewed 
me on February 9 last and strongly urged that the building 
be repaired and he suggested that we emgage the services 
of Mr. J. Georges Dube, Rimouski, Que., as the Bishop 
was using this man's services to repair the church at 
Bérsimis. 


Inspector Thibault visited the Bersimis Reserve 
on May 29 and submitted a report recommending extensive 
répairs to the roof, outside walls and windows. The 
contractor mentioned above, Mr. Dube, ealso visited the 
school and on June 3 submitted a quotation of $5,412.00 
to do the work that he considered was required. 


About three weeks ago, previous to Mr. Doucet's 
departure for the Restigouche Reserve, I interviewed mr. 
Jackson, who approved of Mr. Doucet's visiting Bersimis 
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and inspecting the building. In a report dated august 2 
Mr. Doucet stated that he hed visited the reserve and, in 
his opinion, the school is greatly in need of repairs and, 
if these ere not carried out at once, Mr. Doucet is of 
the opinion thet the building will go to ruin. He stated 
that the foundation is good and recommended: 


i. A new roof 
2. Insulating ceilings 
3. Caulking openings 


Mr. Doucet considered thet on the basis of 
the previous quotation of Mr. Dube the latter should be 
able to do the work just mentioned for $1,207.00. Mr. 
Dube was written to on August 7 and asked if he would do 
the work for the amount just stated. In a letter dated 
August 11, which has just been received, Mr. Dube offers 
to do the work for $1,450.00, giving es a reason for 
asking more than estimated by Mr. Doucet that labour is 
scarce and the transport of men and material to Bersimis 
expensive. 


In view of the reports that we have received, 
oth from Inspector Thibault and Mr. Doucet, I feel 
that if this building is to be maintained at ail it is 
necessary for immediate repairs to be made. As mentioned 
i Bishop Labrie 


Mr. Dube's price of $1,450.00 for repairing the building 
be accepted and I should appreciate having your approval 
for this expenditure.

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Dear Father Sirois: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 
llth instant, with reference to the building built 
by this Department and used for Indien school 
purposes on the Bersimis Reserve. 


When the ogee « was originelly erected 
the auditorium, or hall, could be entered from the 
main portion of the school end in addition there was 
a core on the opposite side of the room which led 
outside. 


My information is that without any 
authority from the Department someone arranged to 
close the door leading from the school to the 
auditorium and as a result there is only one narrow 
door leading from this room to the outside. 


Departmental officials who heave inspected 
this building Gefinitely feel thet in its present 
condition there is a serious fire hazerd should a 
fire occur when the auditorium is eccupied. No 
doubt you have read of the appalling loss of life 
at other places where fires have occurred recently 
and it was for this reason thet the Department felt 
that until more suitable errangements could be made 
to provide proper egress from this auditorium it was 
in the best interests of all parties concerned to 
4iscontinue its use for public gatherings. 


It is my hope that a Departmental official 
will have an opportunity of visiting Bersimis in the 
near future and et that time I will make arrangements 
to have him interview you.

Bersimis Indian Day School rounds 


I have just received correspondance from acting 
Indian Agent, Pierre Blouin,regerding aifferent metters,one 
of which refers to the above. 


Behiné the school,the sewer ends in a gully and 
every yeer it washes away,the sides and end specielly due 
to the amount of snown gathering at that point and coming 
from adjoining land ; to avoid danger of school children from 
falling in and meking the place more sanitery,there seem to 
be no alternative but filling the bottom with a few feet of c 
course stones end covering up with earth,which would yet allow 
the sewerage to run through to the road ditch and prevent any 
accidents. 

Agent Blouin estimetes that it would cost between 
seventy five and one hundred dollars to make «@ good job of it. 
Being aware of the situation,I revommend such improvement to 
be made as soon as possible,by indien labor, providing funds are 


available.

(1) There are no sewing machines, no tables, 


chairs, cooking stove and utensiles for the teaching of 
domestic arts. 


(2) Moreover, there is absolutely nothing in 
the way of weaving machines, spinning-wheels and other 
articles necessary to teach the giris the art of weaving. 


(3) There is really no library and on that 
account, the children are not taking any interest in 
reading. The purchase of one hundred volumes might be e 
good investment for this school, but before doing so, I 
think the Sisters ought to be consulted as there are stores 
in the Province of Quebec that make a specialty of providing 
useful and instructive reading for children. 


(4) There is no typewriter and the Sister 
Superior is very desirous of securing one. Her claim is 
that it would be very useful in the preparation of special 
class material. 


(5) I do not know whether it hes been the 
practice of the Depertment to supply Gramophones or radio 
sets for day schools; but in a place as far awey from 
civilization as Bersiamits is, such an instrument would 
certainly help a great deal in the conducting of classes and 
in creating in the minds of the Indien children, an interest 
in their work. 


(6) The Sisters would also like to teach music 

to the boys and girls that have a talent for it, but there 

are no band instruments of any kind and there is not even 

an harmonium to use for this purpose. I noticed sometime ago 
that you were considering supplying some band instruments for 
a residential school. Why could not a day school, the size of 
Bersiamits, be gretified or given 4 sufficient number of 
instruments, so that the teaching of music would become 4 
daily feature? 


The above is submitted in the hope that you 
will be able to meet at least some of the wishes of the 
Sister Superior.

My dear Mr. Phelan:- 


As mentioned over the phone, I am just 
back from a visit to the Bersiamits and Pointe Bleue 
Indian Day Schools. Both these institutions are in 
fairly good condition and are providing suitable 
education for the Indians that are attending them. 


The Bersiamits Indien population is 
still very nomad and more than half of the people 
spend almost nine months in the bush, either working 
as woodsmen or hunting, trapping and fishing. This 
means that all the children in each family follow their 
parents and are therefore deprived of the educational 
benefits which they might otherwise receive by attending 
the Bersiamits Day School. Still, there are about fifty 
children who are in attendance and during the summer 
months, the Indians,that wintered in the woods, come back 
to the village and for the summer period, some of the 
children attend school. As I have already stated in a 
previous letter, the only means of educating all these 
Indian children is the establishment of a residential 
school which would receive the children of the families 
who winter in the bush. For this purpose, 8 school with 
a maximum pupilage of one hundred would be quite 
sufficient. 


Several improvements could be made in 
the present day school and I think that you will want to 
co-operate with the Sisters in this matter:-

A request has been received for the establishment 
of a school for the Indian children at Brennan Lake in the 
Kippewa country. This request was made by Joseph Miness, 
an In@ian, who stated that there are thirteen families with 
thirty-three children, eighteen of whom are of school age. 


There is no Agent at this point and Mr. A. W. Young, 
General Merchant, Gaudette Fost Office, Que., was written to 
with the request that he furnish full information regarding 
the situation at Brennan Lake. He states that the information 
given by Miness is quite correct. He says there is quite 4 
nice settlement at Brennan Lake and that the Indians have 
nice clean shacks. ‘They all have gardens and this year are 
clearing more land. They all speak English and are permanent 
residents at that place. He states that there is no ithite 
school within thirty miles and that they are receiving no 
education whatever. He also states that there is no build- 
ing suitable for a school-roon. 


Schools are conducted for the summer months only 
at several points in the Kippewa and Temiskaming districts. 


In this case it would be necessary to provide 4 
building in which to conduct the school. Mr Young strongly 
recommends the Opening Of a school. He states that the 
children are bright and intelligent and that the parents 
would see that they took advantage of the school, should 
one be opened. There is no reserve at this point. He does 
not state to what band these Indians belong. some arrange— 
ment should be made for the education of these Indian chil-— 
dren and it will firxst be necessary to provide a school build 
ing. I Will be pleased to have your instructions regarding 
the request for a school for the benefit of these children,

I told him that when the building was 
ready the Department would be prepered to pay the salary of a 
teacher and furnish the school material required. He stated 
thet he thought that if the school were conducted six monthe

In reply te efficial letter Ne.35-6-1 ef 
the 4th.inet.in reference te the scheel at Brennan 
Lake,I beg te repert:- 


The werk en the building ef this scheel- 
heuse was cemmenced last summer,at the time when the 
missienary priest made his visit te brennan Lake. 
Afteg the priest left the werk stepped,andé was net 
recemmenced till he made his visit this summer. The 
building is ef hewed pine legs,with mertised cerners, 
and is £Oft.wide by 30ft.leng,ané when finished will 
be a geed substantial building. Last summer the walls 
were partially built,and there remained abeut 4 reunds 
ef legs te put them te the required height. I reached 
Brennan Lake a ceuple ef days after the departure ef 
the priest,and upen my arrival I feund that the walls 
ef the building were cempleted, ready fer putting up 
the rafters fer the reef.The lumber wequireé fer the 
reef and fleer is @n the greund,alse the deers and 
windews,and the reefing felt. There are & windews 
3 fer each side,and 2 fer the frent,ene each side ef 
the deer. There were 5 er 6 Indians werking at the 
building during my visit,and they claim that they will 
have the scheel ready fer eccupatien en the 5th,ef 
September, but Iam very deubtful whether they will er 
net, The Indian in charge ef the werk is Jee.Menasse 
and he is te repert te me en the pregress ef the werk, 
ané te let me knew when the building is cempleted,as I 
have infermed them that there will be ne teacher sent 
te Brennan Lake till they have a scheel ready fer her 
te teach in, There is ne excuse fer any delay in the 
building ef the scheel,as all that is required is the 
labeur,and the materials required are all en the greund 
and the priest had left a sum ef meney at McLachlanse 
Depet,te pay these werking en the building at the 
rate ef $2.00 per day,ané there are quite a few Indians 
areund there deing nething, The herses and the rigging 
required are furnished by the McLachlan Lumber Ce. 
free ef charge,as alse was the lumber,and their Agent 
has premised te send a carpenter te werk at the scheel 
fer a few days te put in the deers and windews, and 
ether skilled labeur required,alse witheut any charge. 
se if the Indians ef brennan Lake de net seen have a 
geeed scheel-heuse built,it is because they de net want 
ene. 

The scheel was cenducteé during the last scheel 
year at the heuse ef ene ef the Indians,and it seems 
that frem infermatien given me while at brennan Lake, 
was far frem satisfactery. The scheel teacher must 
have put up with a let ef hardship and incenvenience, 
and cid well te stay there till the end ef the term, 
The schelars made first class pregress during the 
year,many ef them veing able te read and write fairly 
well. I visited all the Indian hemes in the vicinity 
and saw mest ef the childrens scheelbeeks,ané I must 
say that fer ene year they did remarkably well. 
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The Indians are pleased te hear that Miss Sauve is 
geing back again,and I have eucceeded in getting a 
better bearding place fer her. I have arranged with 
Jee,Menasse te beard her this next year,ane she will 
pe better there than she was last winter. It is ne 
use ef the teacher preceeding te brennan Lake until 
the scheel is cempleted,ane I think it weuld be better 
te advise Miss Sauve net te ge until she is netified 
by me that the scheel is ready fer eccupatien, 


Regarding the equipment fer this scheel Ii 
beg te say that with the exceptien ef the blackbearda 
shipped last winter, there is nene en hand, Te equip 
this scheel there weuld need te be previded an eutfit 
similar te the ene autherized in efficial letter Ne, 
35-5-5 ef the 6th.ef Sept.1921 fer the scheel at 
Hunter's Peint,the enly difference being that 15 desks 
weule be sufficient,andé the blackbeard has already 
been previded. I will make a further report on hearing 
from Menasse,ane I made it very plain to the Indians 
that they must finish the school house at once,and 
that the teacher would not arrive until it is finished.

When the June quarter return of the Brennan Lake 
Indien Day School was received, it was noted that the teacher 
had closed the school on June llth. As the Department had not 
given any permission to her to do this, we wrote to her and 
requested her reasons for doing 80. 


She replied and stated that she kept the school open 
during the Christmas and Easter holidays, also on Labour Day, 
King's Birthday and Eupire Day. She further stated that if 
she hed not closed the school on June llth, it would have been 
impossible for her to reach Kipawa as the logs in the river 
would have prevented navigation. 


The Department does not favour having the school open 
on recognized holidays and would prefer that this procedure be 
not followed but that the school be kept open until June S0th. 
Please let me have your views in the matter and state if it would 
be difficult for the teacher to gst awcy from the school if it 
were kept open until the end of the school term.

I am confident that if Miss Nephin was not a good 
teacher, Miss Conroy gould not recommend her, If the services of Miss 
Hephin are accepted I would be pleased if the Department will inform 
her at Chapeau Que. I am informing her that she will get an answer 
from the Department directly.

Jan, the 22nd, I beg to inform the Department that the 2 barrels of lime 
vought for the Brannan Lake School cost $7.16 delivered to Kippawa,. 
It was shipped in time to be taken to Srannan Lake 3 weeks vefore the 
closing of navigation. The trouble was that the boat of Capt J.Cunningham 
that use to make a weekly trip to Red Pine Chute,15 miles fromiirannan Lake 
stop running altogether.

this Indian thought also that he was doing well in getting the material 
to be mixed with the lime, The cost for transportation is not too high 
for the distance from Kippawa to Ked Pine Chute is 45 miles and fromthere 
is a portage md 15 more miles on the. river to brannan Lake. There was 
no bad will on the part of any one and I would recommend that the amount 
of $4.14 be paid to Miss Conroy and I will advise her how transportation 
should be paid for in the future.

Mrs. Ae Beauvais, who has taught for the bepart- 
ment continuously from September, 1895, has been retired 
as from the 350th ultimo. It is desired to deal as gener- 
ously as possible in her case. 


Prior to 1924, three teachers of indian day 
schoole, who had given long service, were superanmated 
under the Calder Act. The provisions of this Act are no 
longer effective. in addition, seven teachers were given 
from three to six months’ retiring leave, andi, ae far as I 
am aware, these payments were not questioned. 


The Superannuation Act of 1924 evidently chanred 
the situation. You will remember that the Department de- 
cided it was not proper to admit our teachers to the priv- 
ileges enjoyed by a permanent Civil Servant. This action 
was taken for -ood ané sufficient reasons, which still 
obtain. In 1925, however, when we granted four months' 
retiring leave to Levi Doxtator, the Auditor General wrote: 
"Retiri leave with pay may be granted only by the Civil 
Service Commission and for a period not exceeding 60 days. 
I shall be obliged if you will let me know the authority 
umer which thie payment to Levi Doxtator has been made.” 
The Department replied in part: "I regret that I can find 
no authority in thie connection". I believe the only 
adequate authority would have been a special vote. 


From 1924 to 1927, several teachers of infian 
a@ay schools, who had served the Department faithfully, re- 
ccived two months’ retiring leave. These payments were 
mot questioned. I now believe, however, that these pay- 
ments of two months’ gratuity from 1924 to 1927 were really 
without adequate authority. Seotion 73 of the Civil Ser- 
Vice Regulations makes no provision for retiring leave in 
the case of those who have not been given permanent status. 


Pursuant to an Order in Council in June, 1927. 
concerning superannuation regulations, I find that there 
was an afditional Oréer passed on July 4th of that year 
(P. GC. 5/1316). This gives mthority for retiring leave 
to “temporary employees who have been employed in permanent 
positions under departmental authority since prior to the 
24th of May, 1916, but whose permanent status has never been 
confirmed”.

Im response to your request, I have carefully 
reviewed the Inspector's reports covering your work at 
the Bush School, Caughnawaga-. 


You esed a desire, when you visited my 
office today, to ve more apecific information in respect 
to your notice of Gismiesal, which reached you from the 
Indian Agent at Caughnawage a few days ago. I can only 
state that the Inepector, in his report, expresses the 
view that the older pupils, particularly, should be making 
greater progress and that he found no pupil beyond Grade 3 
standing, although you had classified three in Grade 4 and 
one in Grade 6. 


You can readily appreciate how difficult it is 
for the Department to justify the employment of a teacher 
who is not thoroughly capable at a time when there ere 
actually hundreds of fully qualified teachers in search of 
employment. In addition to this, you are a married woman 
and it is not the policy of the bepartment to employ 
married women as teachere in our Indian day schoole.

With reference to your notation dated July Sist 
last, on the memorandum to you dated July 28th from the 
Acting Director of the Indien Affairs Branch, end atteched 
memorandum from Mr. Thibeault, Inspector of indian Agencies 
for Quebec, I may say that as requested the matter was 
discussed with officers of the Indian Affairs Branch by 
our Architect. 


From the discussion it was learned that commercial 
weaving and Indien handicreft is now carried on in basement 
Classrooms of the senior school at Caughneawage, which 
accommodation is not sufficient, and consideration is 
being given to providing en independent building for the 
work, which would include jiving quarters for the Super- 
visor end a shop where finished articles might be placed 
on displey for sale to the heavy tourist trede pessing 
through Caughnawage. 


In Mr. Thibeult's memorandum it was stated 
thet by dismantling the Bush school and teacher's 
residence, both of which were closed, he feit thet 
sufficient material could be made availeble to provide 
‘i building on ae site adjacent to the present agency 
office. 


Qn the basis of the inform tion previded, 
e preliminary sketch design wes prepared, and submitted 
to the Acting Director of Indian Affairs for consideration. 
A blueprint of the sketch is attached for your information. 


The sketch shows the accommodstion requested by 
the Indien Affairs officers, in a frame buildin, with 
pertial concrete basement. he building would be pro- 
vided with electric wiring, plumbing fixtures, septic 
tank, water supply and hot sir heating, on vhich basis, 
under usvel site conditions, the estimated cost would 
a»proximate $7,750.00. ‘this cost would be reduced by 
the value placed on salivaced meteriel, to which later 
reference is made. 


We were requested to have our Architect inspect 
the site, the Bush school, teacher's residence, and while 
in Caughneawace investigate whether « suitable building 
eould be found in the village which might be adapted 
to the needs of the Depertment.

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Mr. Buck carried out the inspection on Amgu: t 
Zlst and 22nd lest, and reports conditions to be as 
follows: - 


The site selected by Indian Affairs Branch 
officers for the proposed building lies between the 
existing Kethery School on the east and the agency 

office building on the west. It is bounded on the north 
by the Montreal-Malone New York Highway, end on the south 
by the remains of the masonry wells of old Fort St. Louis. 
Mhe area is sufficient for the demands of the proposed 
building, but is part of a solid rock formation having e& 
shallow covering of sandy soil; boulders ani outcroppings 
of rock ere visible at points. The proposed building 
will require excavation for pertial besement, septic 

tank and weter supply, and it is considered thet son- 
struction on the site selected would prove an expensive 
undertaking. The villege has no sewage disposal system 
or water supply, and those services would have to be 
provided iniependently. 


Sewage disposal could only be provided by 
tapping the sewer line installed at considerable expense 
about 1927, which carries sewage from the senior school 
to the St. Lawrence River. This sewer line is approxi- 
mately 100 yards distant from the area where the new 
septic tank woul4 be located, and the trench along with 
other excavation work would require blasting operstions. 
It is estimated thet in all site conditions would entail 
an additional expenditure of approximately (1000.00, 
raising the totel cost of the buildin, to approximately 
$8, 750.004 


From en inspection of the quarters in the 
senior school where weaving and arteraft work is carried 


on, it was observed thet the equipment was crowded and 
that storage space for unworked materials and finished 
articles was insufficient. Under existing conditions 
no displey of articles for sale appears possible. 


There is no building in the villege which, 
even by remodelling, is considered adaptable to the 
needs of the Department. 


On inspecting the Bush school and teacher's 
residence, they were found to be frame buildings erected 
approximately 40 years age. They are located approxi~ 
mately 4~1/2 miles outside of the village, ani will no 
longer be usede 


Examination of the materiel with which the two 
buildings heve been constructed, indicated that structural 
material such es joists and rafters are in good condition 
and could be re-used. Doubtless much of the wall and 
partition studding is also in good condition, but it 
could mot be seen. No siding, shiplep, flooring or roof=- 
boarding could be re~used. These materials upe aged and 
weathered and would not resist dismantling. 


Windows hav@««ce« 
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Windows have only the lower sash fitted for pulleys, 
and the sash and frames woul4 not be satisfactory for re-use. 
The exterior doors are in poor condition, and interior doors, 
with two exceptions, are too small for general use in 
the proposed new building. Before an accurate estimate 
ef the amount or value of material for re-use could be 
obtained, the buildinmes should be dismantied and the 
materiale inspected. Under the most favourable conditions 
however, salvaged materials would only constitute ea small 
part of wheat would be required for new construction, and 
it is considered would not reduce costs by more than $500.00. 


On the basis of the foregoing, it is recommended 
thet:- 


(a) The Indian Affairs Branch officers give serious 
consideration to an elternative site for the 
proposed new building, which woul4é materially 
reduce the cost. 


In order to prevent destruction by vandals or 
fire, the Bush school and teacher's residence 
be dismentled, end the material stored under 
eover until disposed of. 


That provided authority for construction of the 
proposed new building is granted, work should 
be carried out on a sontract basis, setting a 
time limit for completion, and stipuleting thet 
parties tendering on the project shail make 
allowance for selvaged material on hand.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 2lst ultimo dealing with the former pupils of the Caugh- 
nawaga Bush School who were not attending school. 


In reply I wish to let you know that the parents of 
these children were all notified in writing to see that these 
pupils be sent to the Village Schools. Following these notifi- 
cations the parents of all the children called at this office 
in delggation and requested me to communicate with you in 
order to request that the school be reopened. They claim that 
for the past three years the teachers appointed at that School 
were not experienced enough and had no control over the pupils. 
They further stated that they are all in favour of thetr chil- 
dren attending school but that it will not be possible for 
them to take their children to the Village regularly,owing to 
their work and the road condition. They claim that there are —_— 
19 children in school age in that district and are requesting 
that a male teacher be ointed there. They also stated that 
the first school in that district was built by the Band and 
that they see with regret the closing of that school.

Engineer, and Mr. Buck, our Architect, the possibility of 
the latter making an inspection at the earliest possible 
date, of the stone house that would be available through 
purchase, for a handicraft building, providing it was 
reasonably suitable. 


Our Architectural staff is so depleted 
that Mr. Buck has only one Architect with him, and who wes 
recently recalled to help with urgent architectural work, 
which includes a fish hatchery building to be constructed 
this fall and early winter in Jasper Park. As you know, 

Mr. Buck was away the greater part of last week, on the 
inspection of the Doctor's resicence at Brantford, which 

was gutted by fire. In order that there may be no undue 
delay on this matter, he must complete certain sketch 
drawings before he again leaves the office. He must also 
leave the preparation of bills of materials for the 
refrigerating plant at Norway House, and the specifications 
for the refrigerating plant at Kamloops Indian School, at 

a stage where progress can be made on these while he is away. 
Consequently, he will not be able to leave for Caughnawaga 
before the latter part of next week. I hope to advise you 
definitely a week from today, so that your Indian Agent will 
have sufficient notice of the dete of Mr. Buck's visit. Even 
this date will involve the postponement of work on two other 
projects which have been outstanding for some time. 
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Apart from preparing plans, bills of 
materials, and specifications for i projects, 
Mr. Buck has to deal daily with ver al inquiries on 
various matters, some of which, as you will appreciate, 
take a good deal of time. 


t is unfortunate that because of 
shortage of staff, we cannot deal more promptly with 
yoqueess from different sources, relative to en ineering 

and architectural matters, and tT consider from the viewpoint 
of the interests of the Department, our architectural staff 
is now inadequate. 


I am forwarding a copy of this memorandum 
to the Deputy Minister for his information.

Your letter of January 28th reached my address while 
I was in Quebec. Since my return, I have tried once more 
to find you a teacher for the Bush School of Caughnewaga. 
I regret to say that I have been unsuccessful. 


As I told Mr. Phelan in my letter of November gilat, 
there is e real shortage of English-speaking teachers in 
Montreal. Those who did not have permanent positions have 
sought and obtained employment elsewhere. 


In any case, those who would ordinarily be aveilable 
in Montreal would not be suitable for your need. They would 
probably be young teachers without sufficient experience. 


I agree with the opinion expressed by Mr. Phelan in his 
first letter, nemely, that the teachers who have been employed 
4n the Bush School in recent years have been too young and 
have lecked experience. I should like to find you 4 teacher 
with some few years' experience in rural schools. 


For this reason, I asked some of my colleagues of the 
rural districts to find me a teacher. Thus far, they have not 
been able to do so. As you probably know, there are few 
English-speaking schools in the rural sections of Quebec. For 
this reason and because of the low salaries in the rural 
schools, very few giris in these districts become teachers. 


Those who do qualify for teaching try to place themselves in 
the lerger centres. 


If you should decide to wait until next September to 
reopen the school, I may be able to find you a suitable person. 
It would be preferable to offer the teacher a contract to be 
signed on June ist, as it is at that time that engagements

It is some time since I received your last letter 
on the subject of the re-opening of the Ceughnawage Bueh 
School for the academic year 1942-45. I want you to know 
thet I have not been inactive. However, I must confess 
that it is rather difficult to persuade a teacher of the 
right type to come in from outside and live in this lonely 
part of the Reserve. 


After studying the question from every angle and 
investigating local conditions, I came te the conclusion 
that it would be better to have a teacher who would be 
experienced in Indian schools. I decided to interview 
Mrs. John Bush (Mary Stacey) of Caughnawaga. You wiil 
remember that she taught in your schools for some eighteen 
years. She resigned last yeer after her marriage. I asked 
her if she would be willing to teach in the Bush School 
next year, if your Department would consider it advisable 
to waive the rule against the engagement of married female 
teachers. 


Naturally, I was not authorized to tell her that she 
would be engaged; but I told her that I would write to you 
and that I would ask you if it would be possible to depart 
from the usual policy of the Department regarding the 
engagement of married women. I respectfully suggest that 
you waive your genebal ruie in the present instances It 
is my considered opinion thet this person will be able to 
handle the difficult situation in this school district 
better than any outsider and better even than en unmarried 
person at the present time. Mrs. Bush and her husband are 
very well respected on the Reserve. From confidential 
information which I obtained, I should judge that their 
moral life is above reproach. 


If your reply is favourable, I shall immediately 
inform Mrs. Bush end ask her to make formal epplication

for the position. For your 4nformation, I may s®y that 
I told the lady thet the salary offered would be $80.00 
per month plus cost of living bonus for nine months. 


While I was in Caughnewege, I visited the site 
of the school. 1 could not enter the teacher's residence 
as it was locked. From what I could see through the 
window, the interior seems to be in good condition. It is 
unfurnished at present. I presume that you will furnish 
what is reasonably necessary as you do elsewhere. The 


interior of the schoolhouse should be painted and the 
desks varnished. 


Please let me know your decision at your earliest 
convenience. This suggestion is made in the belief that it 
is the most practical solution of the peculiar problem of 
the Bush school district. It may be made clear to all 
concerned, including the people of Caughnawegea, that this 
is a wartime expedient and not a precedent. If, however, 
you do not find it possible to accept this suggestion, I 
will do my best to find you a teacher from outside.
